HE  following  falfe  and  malicious  letter 
was  published  the  23d  of  Auguft  1769, 
in  the  Public  Ledger ;  viz. 


To  the  Printer  of  the  Public  Ledger. 

IN  the  Gazetteer  of  Saturday  latt,  a  perfori 
who  figns  Impartial ,  attempts  to  juftify  a  City  Pa¬ 
triot,  for  a  late  tranfadtion,  and  declares  he  muffc 
ha7e  better  authority  than  he  has  hitherto  heard  or 
feen,  before  he  believes  any  thing  to  the  prejudice 
of  a  man  who,  the  world  allows,  has  fupported 
his  character  through  life  with  unblemijhed  reputa¬ 
tion.  Tell  this  champion  for  Mr.  *******’s  un- 
blemifhed  fame,  that  it  he  will  take  the  trouble 
to  have  the  records  examined  in  a  place  called 
Spanifh-Town,  in  the  I  (land  of  Jamaica,  he  will 
find  part  of  the  world  has  been  of  a  different  opi¬ 
nion,  refpefting  fome  paffages  of  that  gentleman’s 
life.  Tell  him  farther,  the  people  of  that  Hand 
are  remarkable  in  making  great  allowances  for 
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common  frailties  and  that  they  feldom  commence 
profecutions  for  trifling  or  imaginary  crimes.  X

The  only  incident  which  could  poffibly  have 
given  the  pretence  to  an  infinuation  fo 

injurious,  happened  at  Spanilh-Town  about 
feventeen  years  ago.  As  Mr.  Vaughan’s  cha¬ 
racter  would  fufFer  greatly  under  fuch  an  impu¬ 
tation,  it  is  hoped  that  a  republication  of  that 
affair  will  not'  appear  impertinent,  at  this  time 
of  popular  clamour  and  defamation. 

N.  B.  As  the  recital  of  all  that  paffed  may  he 
thought  tedious  and  uninteresting ,  thofe  who  are 
defirous  to  knovo  how  that  affair  was  confidered 
by  the  party  concerned,  need  only  refer  to  the  laSt 
letter ,  p.  26. 

The  following  was  publifhed  in  March  1752, 
in  Jamaica. 

To  the  PUBLIC. 

WHEREAS  Captain  David  Littlejohn  has  . 
injurioufiy  treated  my  character,  in  regard  to  an 
affidavit  I  made  againfl  John  Jones ,  attorney  at 
law,  and  has  alfo  reported  that  I  had  treated  him 
in  the  moff  bafe  and  villainous  manner ,  in  form 
private  affairs  between  us ;  and  as  William 
Chriffopher ,  deputy-marjhal  for  Kingffon ,  hath 
likewife  (in  the  moff  public  manner)  unjufily  and 
maliciouffy  vilified  my  character,  with  regard  to 
the  faid  affidavit ,  and  hath  alfo  publicly  find ,  that 
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$  had  defrauded  and  unjuftly  oppreffied  Daniel 

Bayly : 

I  hope  this  will  be  a  fufficient  apology  for  my 
■publijhing  the  following  affidavits,  &c.  as  the 
Parties  are  on  the  j'pot ;  it  being  done  to  clear  up 
*thefe  ill-natured  and  invidious  reports,  intended  to 
ruin  my  credit  and  good  name,  on  which  my  future 
well-being  and  bread  depends.

PERSONALLY  appeared  before  me  Sa¬ 
muel  Vaughan,  of  the  parith  ot  Kinglton,  mer¬ 
chant,  and  made  oath  on  the  Holy  Evangelilts, 

that  about  the  6th  day  of  July,  i749>  ^e>  t'1's  ^e~ 
ponent,  delivered  unto  John  Jones,  attorney  at 
Law,  John  Huffey’s  promiffory  note,  payable  unto 
captain  George  Hay,  for  fifty-eight  pounds  fifteen 
{hillings,  (which  note  was  the  faid  Hay’s  property) 
with  directions  to  put  the  fame  in  fuit  the  eniuing 
errand  court.  That  he,  the  faid  John  Jones,  accord¬ 
ingly  did  fue  the  fame,  but  in  the  name  of  1  homas 
•Collins,  without  the  knowledge  or  confent  of  him, 
this  deponent-,  in  order,  as  he  verily  believes, 
that  the  faid  Jones  might,  by  authority  given  to 
him  by  the  faid  Collins,  receive  the  money  him- 
felf.  That  fhortly  after  the  judgment  was  obtained, 
the  laid  Jones  acknowledged  unto  this  deponent, 
that  he,  the  afore-mentioned  John  Huffey,  had 
paid  unto  him,  the  faid  Jones,  the  amount  of  the 
faid  note,  with  colts  of  fuit.  1  hat  this  deponent 
did  often  demand  of  him,  the  laid  Jones, ^  tne 
money  he  hail  received  for  the  laid  note,  and  lomc- 
times"  told  him,  if  he  did  not  pay  him  ,oon,  that 
he  would  make  a  complaint  againlt  him  to  the 
court.  That  the  faid  Jones,  in  aniwer  thereto, 
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always  put  this  deponent  off  his  purpofe,  by  pro. 
miles  or  excufes,  until  about  June  1750,  when  he 
brought  unto  this  deponent  an  order,  drawn  by 
captain  John  Smith,  in  faid  Jones’s  favor:  which 

t0,the  bfft  °*thls  deponent’s  remembrance, 
was  for  about  thirty-fix  pounds,  and  drawn  for  as  a 
•ballance  due  from  the  co-partnerlhip  of  Vaughan 
and  Stevenfon,  unto  the  faid  John  Smith.  That  he, 
ns  deponent,  upon  examining  the  books  belonging 

11°nfihe,aldf  CQpartnerfhip,  found  the  ballance  due 
unto  the  faid  Smith,  to  be  no  more  than  twenty- 
nine  pounds  (even  ftullings  and  three-pence  far- 

i8:,WS  fUm’  he’  thls  deponent,  difcounted 
with  the  laid  Jones,  on  account  of  the  money  he 

formerly  received  of  John  Huffey,  as  aforefaid; 

fS7i  him  a  receiP£  for  die  fame.  That 
v  fa’d.  Jones  P'orniled,  at  the  fame  time,  to  pay 
unto  this  deponent  the  ballance  of  faid m  on ey  in 
three  or  four  days:  That  he,  this  deponent,  at  the 
laid  time  made  the  following  entry  in  meff.  Vaughan 
and  Steven  on  s  books:  -  June  15,  1750,  Smith 
and  Pari  ell,  Dr.  to  Samuel  Vaughan,  paid  John 
Jones  the  ballance  of  29].  7s.  3d.  J.”  That  at  the 
laid  time  the  co-partnerlhip  of  Vaughan  and  Ste- 
venlon  was  expired,  therefore  captain  George  Hav 
could  not,  with  any  regularity,  have  credit  for 
tne  laid  fum  (received  in  part  of  the  note,  his  pro- 
perty  as  aforefaid)  in  the  books  belonging  to 
the  faid  co-partners  Vaughan  and  Stevenfon?  as 
the  note  was  left  by  captain  Hay  in  the  pofibfl 
lion  of  this  deponent  only ;  neither  could  the  faid 
Jones  have  credit  given  him,  properly,  in  the  faid 
co-partnerfhip  books,  as  an  account  was  never 
pp^ned  for  him  in  the  faid  books;  therefore  the 
crediting  his  own  account  in  the  co-partnerlhip  books 
i*a,,  regular  and  juft.  And  this  deponent  further 
lann,  that  he  made  no  entry  of  the  faid  difeount  of 
<?.%  7b  3T  in  his  ovyn  private  books,  becauie 
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he  had  no  account  opened  therein  either  for  Smith 
and  Farrell,  John  Smith,  or  John  Jones,  and  be- 
caufe  the  aforefaid  note  was  the  property  of  captain 
George  Hay  alone  •,  the  amount  of  which  he  intended 
to  remit  him,  after  having  deducted  his  comm iflion, 
if  the  laid  Jones  had  performed  the  promife  he 
made  at  the  time  of  difcount  above-mentioned, 
of  paying  the  ballance  in  three  or  four  days ;  al¬ 
ways  defignmg  to  credit  captain  George  Hay’s 
account  with  the  whole  amount  when  received  in 
one  article  •,  which  article  of  credit  he  intended  to 
ballance,  by  charging  the  commifiion  and  remit¬ 
tance  aforefaid,  and  which,  this  deponent  appre¬ 
hends,  would  have  been  a  regular*  juft,  and  clerk- 
JHke  manner  of  proceeding.  That  for  twelve 
months  after  the  laid  difcount  was  made,  he,  this 
deponent,  often  demanded  of  the  laid  Jones  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  faid  note,  but  was  always  put  off  as 
before  with  promifes  or  excufes.  That  on  the  12th 
of  June,  1751,  he,  thjs  deponent,  filed  an  affidavit 
in  the  clerk  of  the  court’s  office,  letting  forth, 
that  he,  the  laid  John  Jones,  had  received  the 
afore-mentioned  ium  of  fifty-eight  pounds  fifteen 
fhillings,  but  had  paid  no  part  thereof  unto  him, 
this  deponent  •,  upon  which  affidavit,  the  court 
Were  pjealed  to  order  the  faid  Jones  fhould  fhew 
caufe  on  the  Friday  following.  1  hat  this  deponent, 
the  very  day  the  affidavit  was  filed,  on  looking 
4yer  a  receipt  the  laid  Jones  had  given  him  for 
papers,  difcovered,  in  figures  only,  the  aforefaid 
ium  of  twenty-nine  pounds  feven  lhillings  and 
three  pence  farthing;  which  figures,  he,  this  depo¬ 
nent,  had  put  there  for  a  memorandum,  at  the 
time  the  faid  fum  was  difeounted  by  captain  John 
Smith’s  order  as  aforefaid  ;  upon  which  difeovery 
lie  immediately  recolletfied  the  whole  circum fiances 
of  the  faid  difcount,  which,  until  then,  had  flipped 
jfu  memory.  That  he,  this  deponent,  upon  the 
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^ery  day  after  the  affidavit  againft  Jones  as  aforefaid 
was  filed,  moved  the  court,  by  his  Counfel,  lor 
leave  to  amend  the  faid  affidavit,  by  giving  credit 
for  the  faid  twenty-nine  pounds  feven  Ihillings  and 
three -pence  farthing  :  When  it  appeared  plainly  to 
the  court  to  be  an  error  not  done  with  any  fraudu¬ 
lent  intent,  they  were  pleafed  to  order,  that  the 
faid  affidavit  ffiould  tie  taken  off  the  file,  and  be 
deftroyed  immediately,  which. was  accordingly  done. 
And  this  deponent  likewife  faith,  that  he  hath  not 
received  apy  other  payment  on  account  of  the  faid 
note,  the  property  of  captain  George  Hay,  as  afore- 
faid :  and  further  this  deponent  faith  not.

PERSONALLY  appeared  before  me  Samuel 
Vaughan,  of  the  parilh  of  Kingfton,  merchant,  and 
made  oath  on  the  Holy  Evangelifts,  that  on  or 
about  the  24th  of  January,  1750--1,  he,  this  de¬ 
ponent,  received  a  letter  from  Benjamin  Hallo  well* 
Efq.  of  Bofton,  in  New  England,  advifing  him 
that  captain  David  Littlejohn  had  fhipped  on  board 
the  Ihip  Bofton,  John  Stott  commander,  fifty 
'chefts  of  Caftile  (oap,  configned  unto  him,  this 
‘deponent,  for  fale,  on  account  of  laid  Little¬ 
john,  with  directions  to  remit  unto  him,  the  laid 
Hallowell,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  laid  foap, 
fifteen  hundred  and  fix  milled  dollars,  free  of  all 
ccmmiftions  or  other  charges  •,  and  that  the  faid 
Littlejohn  had  likewife  remitted  unto  him,  the 
faid  deponent,  an  order  on  John  Falconer,  Efq.  to 
pay  unto  him  what  might  be  deficient:  That  at 
the  fame  time  he,  this  deponent,  received  a  letter 
from  the  faid  Littlejohn,  dated  in  Bofton,  the  19th 
of  December  17^0,  inclofing  invoice  and  bill  of 
loading  for  the  faid  fifty  chefts  of  Caftile  foap,  with 
orders  to  fell  the  fame,  and  remit  unto  the  faid 
Hallowell  fifteen  hundred  and  fix  milled  dollars, 
clear  of  all  commiffions  and  charges  *,  likewife  in¬ 
clofing  an  order  drawn  by  him  on  John  Falconer, 
Efq.  to  pay  unto  him,  this  deponent,  whatever  lie 
fhould  demand  to  compleat  the  aforefaid  fym  of 
fifteen  hundred  and  fix  milled  dollars,  in  cale  the 
proceeds  of  the  Caftile  foap  fhould  be  deficient. 
That  on  the  arrival  of  the  laid  foap,  he,  this  depo¬ 
nent,  had  one  cheft  thereof  landed,  as  a  fample,  and 
did  by  the  laid  fample  fell  unto  Zach.  Baily,  Efq. 
the  whole  fifty  chefts  at  the  price  of  four  pounds 
per  hundred  weight,  to  be  paid  for  in  bills  of  ex¬ 
change  on  London,  fix  weeks  after  delivery  •,  and 
accordingly  the  faid  foap,  when  landed,  was  weighed 
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6ff,  and  delivered,  with  a  bill  of  parcels,  unto  the 
faid  Baily,  who,  upon  opening  fome  of  the  chefts, 
came  unto  this  deponent,  and  faid  he  muft  return 
the  foap,  it  being  damaged.  That  this  deponent 
anfwered  the  laid  Bayly,  that  as  there  had  been  an 
abfolute  fale  of  the  laid  foap,  and  as  it  did  not  be¬ 
long  unto  himfelf,  he  could  not  anfwer  the  taking 
it  back,  without  it  fhould  be  found  on  a  furvey  to 
be  unlike  the  fample  by  which  it  was  fold ;  upon 
which  they  agreed  to  leave  it  to  the  arbitration  of 
Daniel  Crockatt,  chofen  by  faid  Bayly,  and  Tho¬ 
mas  Hibbert,  Efq.  chofen  by  him,  this  deponent. 
That  the  faid  arbitrators,  on  infpefting  the  faid 
foap,  were  both  of  opinion  that  the  foap  was  da¬ 
maged,  and  that  he,  this  deponent,  ought  to  re¬ 
ceive  it  back  ;  which  he  accordingly  did,  and  fent 
ten  chefts  thereof  to  the  north  fide  of  this  Hand, 
ten  chefts  to  Mr.  Thomas  Harper,  in  Port-Royal, 
and  ten  chefts  to  Mr.  Thomas  Jeffray,  in  King- 
fton,  all  to  be  difpofed  of  on  account  and  rifk  of 
the  faid  Littlejohn.  That  this  deponent  wrote 
unto  John  Falconer,  Efq.  acquainting  him  with 
the  order  drawn  by  the  faid  Littlejohn,  and  de¬ 
ft  ring  to  know  if  he  would  accept  the  fame  ^  to 
which  letter  he,  this  deponent,  never  received  an 
anfwer,  either  verbally  or  otherwife.  And  this 
deponent  farther  faith,  that  the  faid  David  Lit¬ 
tlejohn  arrived  at  Port-Royal,  in  this  ifland,  on 
or  about  the  nth  day  of  June,  1751  ;  but  that  he 
did  not  come  unto  this  deponent  until  Monday  the 
1 7th  of  the  lame  month  •,  when  this  deponent  de¬ 
livered  unto  him,  the  laid  Littlejohn,  an  account 
of  fales  of  feventeen  chefts  of  the  before-men¬ 
tioned  foap,  which  were  then  fold  :  That  the  faid 
Littlejohn  told  him,  this  deponent,  he  fhortly  ex¬ 
pected  Mr.  Falconer  in  town,  who  owed  him  mo¬ 
ney  ;  and  when  he  came  he,  the  faid  Littlejohn, 
would  fettle  with  him,  this  deponent,  and  pay  him 
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the  balance :  That  upon  afking  him,  the  faid 
Littlejohn,  what  he  lhould  do  with  the  remaining 
thirty-three  chefts  of  loap,  the  laid  Littlejohn  de- 
fired  him,  this  deponent,  to  put  them  up  at  ven¬ 
due,  and  fell  them  for  the  rnoft  they  would  fetch, 
fir  ft  referving  a  few  chefts  that  he  wanted  for  the 
Bay  of  Honduras  :  That,  agreeable  to  his  defire, 
this  faid  deponent  employed  Mr.  Michael  Dodd,  who 
actually  fold  eighteen  chefts  thereof  at  public  fale 
(at  price  from  3  1.  to  4I.  per  hundred)  :  That  the 
remaining  fifteen  chefts  of  loap  were  afterwards 
delivered  to  the  faid  Littlejohn’s  order.  And  this 
deponent  farther  faith,  that  the  very  day  alter  he 
had  fo  feen  the  faid  Littlejohn,  he  was  informed 
bv  Mr.  Gilbert  Matthifon,  that  he,  the  faid  Little- 
john,  would  fail  for  the  Bay  of  Honduras  on  the 
Saturday  following  •,  that  he,  this  deponent,  fent 
three  feveral  times  to  the  houle  of  Thomas  Bon- 
tein,  Elq.  where  he  was  informed  the  faid  Little¬ 
john  lodged,  to  enquire  for  him  •,  and  likewiie 
went  himfelf  to  the  chief  taverns  in  Kingfton,  in 
quell  of  him,  the  faid  Littlejohn,  but  could  get 
no  tidings  of  him  •,  upon  which,  as  he,  this  depo¬ 
nent,  had  no  fecurity  for  the  debt  due  from  the 
laid  Littlejohn,  and  confidering  the  appointed  time 
for  his  failing  was  very  near,  he,  this  deponent, 
waited  on  his  Excellency  Edward  Trelawny,  Elq. 
and  acquainted  him  with  his  demand  on  the  laid 
Littlejohn,  and  likewiie  of  the  information  he  had 
of  the  faid  Littlejohn’s  intention  to  fail  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Saturday,  requefting  a  letter  from  his  Ex¬ 
cellency  to  the  captain  of  Fort  Charles,  to  Hop 
the  laid  Littlejohn’s  fhip,  named  the  Robin  Hood, 
for  three  days,  or  until  lie  had  given  fecurity  unto 
this  deponent  for  paying  the  debt  afore-mention¬ 
ed  :  That  his  Excellency  wras  unwilling  to  grant 
any  fuch  letter,  but.  offered  this  deponent  a  Av- 
Exit  a  gain  ft  the  laid  Litdeiohn  •>  but  he  told  his 
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Excellency,  that  he  was  unwilling  to  put  the  faii 
Littlejohn  to  any  unneceffary  expence  or  trouble  ; 
therefore  his  Excellency,  after  much  entreaty* 
confented  to  grant  this  deponent’s  requeft,  and 
Mr.  Secretary  Reed  was  directed  to  prepare  the 
faid  letter,  upon  condition  that  this  deponent 
fhould  give  a  bond  of  one  thoufand  pounds  pe¬ 
nalty  unto  his  Excellency,  to  pay  all  damages  that 
fhould  occur  on  detaining  the  faid  Littlejohn’s 
fhip,  provided  that  he,  this  deponent,,  fhould  not 
be  able  to  make  good  his  demand  againft  the  faid 
Littlejohn,  in  behalf  of  Ben.  Hallowed,,  Efq. 
aforelaid  :  That  the  faid  bond  to  his  Excellency, 
of  one  thouiand  pounds  penalty,  was  entered  into 
and  executed  by  Thomas  Pinnock,  Efq.  and  this 
deponent,  witneffed  by  and  delivered  into  the  cuf- 
tody  of  Edward  Bathurft,  Efq.  Regifter  in  Chan¬ 
cery  :  That  this  deponent  after  dinner  waited  upon 
Mr.  Secretary  Reed,  for  his  Excellency’s  letter  to 
the  captain  of  Fort  Charles  •,  when  Edward  Ba- 
thurft  returned  the  before-mentioned  bond  unto 
this  deponent*  and  acquainted  him  that  his  Excel¬ 
lency  had  altered  his  refolution,  and  would  not 
grant  the  letter,  it  being  out  of  form  and  unpre¬ 
cedented,  but  that  he  ordered  a  Ne-Exit  inftead 
of  faid  letter :  That  he,  this  deponent,  not  know¬ 
ing  whether  he  fhoulT  be  able  to  ferve  the  AT 
Exit,  as  there  was  but  one  day  left  to  do  it  in,  be¬ 
fore  the  day  the  faid  Littlejohn1  intended  to  fail, 
according  to  the  information  he,  this  deponent, 
had  received,  he  again  moved  his  Excellency  by 
council  to  grant  a  letter  to  the  captain  of  Fort 
Charles  to-  flop  the  faid  fhip  Robin  Hood,  Tou Id 
Te  attempt  to  fail  before  the  fecurity  defired  was 
given,  and  to  shift  the  officers,  if  neceffary,  in 
the  ferving  faid  Ne-Exit  *,  which  letter  was  granted: 
That  the  faid  Littlejohn  was  the  next  day  taken,, 
and  brought  to  Kingfton  l>v  the  deputy-marfhak 

where 
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where  he  gave  this  deponent  very  harfh  language, 
•laying  that  he  had  ufed  him,  the  faid  Littlejohn’ 
in  a  vile  and  bale  manner ;  to  which  he,  this  de¬ 
ponent,  anfwered,  That  he  did  not  want  to  dif- 
trei's  him  by  demanding  immediate  payment,  but 
that  he  would  be  contented  with  any  good  fecu- 
rity  that  he  could  get  him  for  the  debt;  at  the 
fame  time  offering  unto  him,  the  faid  Littlejohn, 
to  acquaint  any  perfon  of  character  (of  th  -  faid 
Littlejohn’s  own  choofing)  with  every  circumftance 
of  this  affair  ;  and  if  the  faid  perfon  Ihould  fay 
-that  he,  this  deponent,  had  any  way  trea  ed  him, 
the  faid  Littiejohn,  ill,  that  then  he,  this  deponent, 
would  pay  the  whole  debt  out  of  his  own  pocket* 
to  which  offer  he,  the  faid  Littlejohn,  was  filent. 
That  the  faid  Littlejohn  acquainted  this  deponent, 
that  he  expected  the  before-mentioned  John  Falconer 

in  town  in  a  day  or  two,  who  would  pay  the  ba¬ 
lance  for  him.  That  the  faid  Littlejohn  gave  him, 
this  deponent,  an  order  drawn  on  Mr.  Nicholas 
Bourke  for  one  hundred  pounds,  payable  in  the 
•produce  of  this  ifland.  That  he  offered  unto  him, 
this  deponent,  the  late  Mr.  Adam  Montgomerie 
as  fecurity  for  whatever  balance  which  (on'fettlino* 
the  account)  fhould  appear  to  be  due  ;  which  fe^ 
-curity  he,  this  deponent,  accepted  of,  and  dif- 
-charged  the  Ne-Exit ,  being  unwilling  to  keep  him, 
the  faid  Littlejohn,  under  confinement ;  although 
£t  the  fame  time  lie,  this  deponent,  was  of  opi¬ 
nion,  that  the  laid  Montgomerie’s  circumftances 
were  bad.  That  this  deoonent  1  kill  kept  a  warrant 
•ol;  arreft  out  againft  the  laid  Littlejohn  until  inch 
time  as  the  account  was  fettled,  but  had  directed 
the  marfhal  not  to  execute  it  without  orders  from 
him,  this  deponent.  That  the  faid  deponent  de¬ 
livered  unto  him,  the  faid  Littlejohn,  an  account 
current  ;  who  objected  to  fome  of  the  articles 
therein;  upon  which  he,  this  deponent,  offered  to 
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leave  the  fettling  thereof  to  any  perfon  or  reputa¬ 
tion  in  Kingfton.  That  the  faid  Littlejohn  agieed 
that  Patrick  Taylor,  Ffq.  fhould  fettle  it •,  who, 
after  giving  credit  for  the  feventeen  chefts  of  foap 
fold  by  this  deponent,  and  the  eighteen  chefts  fold 
by  Mr.  Dodd  at  vendue,  awarded  a  balance  in  this 
deponent’s  favor,  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-three 
pounds  two  ftiillings  and  four-pence.  "1  hat  upon 
the  account  being  lo  adjusted,  the  faid  Littlejohn 
acquainted  him,  this  deponent,  that  he  had  lent 
an  exprefs  for  John  Falconer,  Efq.  who  would  pay 
the  balance  •,  but  offered,  in  the  mean  time,  the 
before-mentioned  Montgomerie  as  fecurity  for  the 
fame.  That  he,  this  deponent,  upon  afking  Pa¬ 
trick  Taylor,  Efq.  his  private  opinion  of  the  faid 
Montgomerie’s  circumftances,  the  faid  Taylor  an- 
jfwered,  That  he  was  of  opinion  the  faid  fecurity 
was  infufficient  •,  and  adviled  him,  this  deponent, 
not  to  take  it,  as  by  altering  the  property  of  the 
debt,  he  made  himfelf  liable  for  it.  Fnat,  nou- 
withftanding  this  caution,  he,  this  deponent,  on 
the  ioth  of  July,  after  having  deducted  one  hun¬ 
dred  pounds  for  the  order  drawn  on  Mr.  bourke 
before-mentioned,  from  the  ium  awarded  him  by 
Patrick  Taylor,  Efq.  did  take  the  faid  Adam 
Montgomerie’s  note  of  hand  for  the  two  hundred 
and  fifty-three  pounds  two  (hillings  and  foui  -pence 
balance  due,  and  difeharged  the  wan  ant  of  at  i  eft, 
and  likewife  paid  the  charges  thereof  himfeif. 
That  the  aforefaid  John  falconer  did  not  endoife 
the  faid  Montgomerie’s  note,  as  a  collateral  fecu¬ 
rity,  till  within  a  few  days  of  faid  Montgomerie’s 
death.  That  there  is  at  this  time  remaining  due 
unto  him,  this  deponent,  ninety-nine  pounds  four- 
teen  fhillinps  and  ten-pence,  on  account  01  t  le 
faid  note.  That  the  faid  Littlejohn  arrived  at  I  ort- 
Royal,  from  the  Bay  of  Honduras,  about  the  12th

be  was  in  Bofton,  laft  year,  Benjamin  Halloweh, 
kfq.  there  had  told  him  of  a  letter  which  came 
from  faid  Littlejohn  to  his  correfpondent  m  Bofton, 
acquainting  hint.  That  he,  this  deponent,  was  a 
fellow  of  infamous  character-,  that  no  per  on  of

PERSONALLY  appeared  before  me  Samuel 
aughan,  oi  the  parilh  of  Kingfton,  merchant 
and  made  oath  on  the  Holy  Evangelifts,  that  fome 
time  about  January  1750-r,  Daniel  Bayly,  of  the 
Lid  parilh,  wharfinger,  came  and  told  him,  this  de¬ 
ponent,  that  he  was  then  in  the  Marlhal’s  cuftody 
on  a  warrant  of  arreft,  and  prayed  him,  this  depo¬ 
nent,  to  be  his  fecuriry  for  the  debt ;  that  he,  this 
deponent,  replied,  that  he  was  furprized  at  the'  laid 

Bay- 
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Bayly’s  applying  to  him,  as  he  knew  nothing  6f 
him,  but  his  being  the  fervant  of  Meffrs.  Suther¬ 
land  and  Inglis,  on  whofe  wharf,  he,  this  deponent, 
had  often  feen  him  ;  telling  him  likewife,  that  he 
fhould  afk  thofe  gentlemen  to  be  fecurity  in  whofe 
employ  he  had  lived,  which  they  would  certainly  do* 
if  he  had  behaved  well  in  their  fervice.  That  rifis 
deponent  was  afterwards  informed  Mr.  Thomas  in¬ 
glis  flood  fecurity  for  the  laid  Bayly,  and  got  him 
difeharged  :  That  fhortly  after  this,  the  laid  Bayly 
came  again  unto  him,  this  deponent,  and  told  him, 
that  he  had  formerly  borrowed  forty  pounds  of  Mr. 
James  Powel,  and  had  given,  as  fecurity  for  the 
fame,  a  watch  and  a  bill  of  fale  for  a  negro  boy 
named  Pompey,  both  which  the  faid  Powel  had 
agreed  to  return,  provided  he  paid  the  forty  pounds 
borrowed  as  aforefaid  in  three  or  four  months ; 
which  not  bein'?  able  to  do,  and  the  time  beintt 
elapfed,  the  faid  Powel  w\as  about  felling  the  negro 
boy  to  a  man  who  wras  going  to  North  America  : 
That  tliis  deponent  thinking  luch  a  procedure  hard 
on  the  faid  Bayly,  offered  to  pay  the  faid  Powel  his 
demand,  and  inlift  on  his  returning  the  watch  and 
bill  of  fale  aforefaid,  which  he  the  faid  Bayly  might 
at  any  time  have  delivered  unto  him  by  this  depo¬ 
nent,  on  repaying  him  the  money  lo  advanced  for 
him,  free  of  commiffion  or  intcreft  :  That  lie,  this 
deponent,  accordingly  did  pay  unto  the  faid  Powrel 
fifty  pounds  fix  (hillings  and  three-pence,  for  the 
money  fo  lent  unto  the  faid  Bayly,  with  intereft 
thereon,  and  feven  months  hire  of  the  faid  negro : 
That  then  he,  this  deponent,  received  of  the  faid 
Powel  the  watch  aforefaid,  and  an  obligation  that 
he,  the  faid  Powel,  wrould  make  unto  this  deponent  a 
title  for  the  negro  boy  whenever  required  to  do  it: 
That  he,  this  deponent,  was  told  the  laid  negro  boy 
was  on  the  north  fide  of  this  ifiand,  and  that  he  was 

not 
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not  delivered  unto  him  till  lame  months  after.  That 
about  the  12th  of  February  1750-1,  the  laid  Bay- 
lv  lent  from  the  goal  in  Kingfton,  a  meffage  unto 
this  deponent,  defiring  him  to  come  unto  him, 
which  he,  this  deponent,  accordingly  did,  and  found 
him,  the  faid  Bayly,  confined  in  the  common  goal 
among  the  negroes :  That  he  cried  bitterly,  and  told 
hi#i,  this  deponent,  that  he  had  been  taken  on  a  war¬ 
rant  of  arreft,  at  the  fuitofMr.  Tnglis;  that  he 
was  deftitute  of  money  and  friends  *,  and  that  he 
fhould  break  his  heart,  or  be  poiloned  by  being 
among  the  negroes,  unlefs  he,  this  deponent,  would 
Hand  his  friend,  and  relieve  him  ;  and  added,  that 
he  had  money  in  England,  and  would  draw  for  it  in 
favour  of  this  deponent,  according  to  the  fum  he 
fhould  advance  for  him.  That  he,  this  deponent, 
commiferating  his  deplorable  fituation,  altho’  he 
was  very  dubious  at  the  fame  time  of  ever  getting 
the  money  again,  actually  did  pay  the  laid  Bayly’s 
debt,  with  coils,  amounting  to  feventy  pounds 
nineteen  {hillings  and  four-pence  half- penny,  and 
likewife  gave  the  faid  Bayly  four  pounds  and  feven- 
pence  half-penny  for  prefen t  neccfifaries.  That  after 
the  faid  Bayly  was  out  of  confinement^  he  drew  on 
one  Smith  of  London,  in  favor  of  him,  this  de¬ 
ponent,  for  feventy-five  pounds  flerling,  for  which 
draught  he,  this  deponent,  gave  the  laid  Bayly  an 
obligation  to  be  accountable,  with  filtered  there¬ 
on,  *Tf  it  fhould  be  paid.  That  he,  the  laid  deponent, 
lent  the  faid  draught  unto  his  correfpondent  in 
London,  with  directions,  in  cale  it  fhould  not  be 
honoured,  to  return  it  without  proteliing,  in  order 
to  avoid  putting  the  faid  Bayly  to  an  extraordinary 
expence  *  and  then  fettled  an  account,  as  follows  :

‘That  the  laid  Bayly  gave  unto  this  deponent  his 
ibond  for  the  balance  of  fifty  pounds,  and  alfo  a  re¬ 
ceipt  for  twenty-five  pounds  for  the  horfe  :  That  the 
laid  bill  was  returned  according  to  order,  without 
protefting:  That  he.  this  deponent,  delivered  the  faid 
bill  unto  the  laid  Bayly,  and  took  up  the  obligation 
he  had  formerly  given  him.  And  this  deponent 
farther  faith,  that  hearing  afterwards  the  faid  Bayly 
had,  while  he  lived  on  Meffrs.  Sutherland  and 
Inglis’s  wharf,  without  any  authority,  fold  goods 
oft  the  faid  wharf,  which  were  not  his  own,  to  near 
the  value  of  two  hundred  pounds,  which  money  he 
fpent  in  gaming  and  otherwife;  he,  this  deponent, 
did,  on  the  10th  of  Auguft  1751,  fend  unto  the  laid 
Bayly  for  admiftlon  to  obtain  judgment  on  his  bond, 
which  the  laid  Bayly  granted  ;  and  accordingly  he, 
the  faid  deppnent,  got  judgment  on  the  fame,  the 
laid  Amguft  GrandCourt :  That  he, this  deponent,  did 
often  apply  to  the  laid  Bayly  for  payment,  offering

and  never  has,  nor  doth  he  expeeft  to  receive  any  part  of

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IP  deliver  up  the  watch  and  negro  boy  named  Pom* 
pey,  if  he  would  pay  only  the  principal  fum  of  fifty 
pounds  fix  and  three-pence  (the  money  paid  Mr . 
Powel  for  him )  clear  of  commiffion  or  charges,  but 
to  no  effeft  :  That  he,  this  deponent,  did  procure  a 
title  from  Mr.  James  Powel,  for  the  laid  negro  boy, 
and  on  the  30th  of  Auguft  1751,  did  fend  him  to 
the  north  fide  of  this  ifiand,  where  he  was  fold  for 
fifty  pounds  :  That  he,  this  deponent,  hath  the  watch 
by  him,  which  is  of  pinchbeck,  tho’  the  out-fide 
cafe  is  gold ;  and  that  this  deponent  never  re¬ 
ceived  any  other  payment  whatfoever  from  the  faid 
Bayly.

That  a  few  days  before  the  faid  fhip  Fearon  failed, 
he,  the  laid  Bayly,  underwrote  him,  this  deponent,  in 
the  fecretary’s  office  for  one  hundred  and  five 
pounds,  in  expectation  (as  he  verily  believed)  that 
he,  this  deponent,  would  not  be  able  to  procure  a 
citation  againft  him,  the  faid  Bayly,  as  the  governor 
was  faid  to  be  going  to  windward  •,  but  that  he,  this 
fleponent,  would  pay  the  money  rather  than  lofe  his 
pattage  in  the  aforefaid  fhip:  That  he, this  deponent, 
could  not  finiffi  his  bufinefs  time  enough  to  go  in 
the  faid  fhip,  but  cited  the  faid  Bayly  before  his 
Excellency,  who  was  plcaled  to  order  him,  this  depo¬ 
nent,  to  give  fecurity  in  the  office  for  whatever  fum 
the  faid  Bayly  ihould  fwear  he,  this  deponent, was  in¬ 
debted  to  him  *,  but  the  laid  Bayly  declined  taking 
any  oath  :  That  as  foon  as  he,  this  deponent,  could 
lodge  a  Venditioni  againft  the  faid  Bayly  for  his  bond 
aforefaid,  he  went  unto  Mr.  William  Chriftopher, 
jjepucy-iparfhal  of  Kingfton,  and  informed  him  with 
of  the  before-mentioned  circumftances,  re- 
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quelling  him  to  call  upon  him,  this  deponent,  and 
fee  the  account  and  receipt  of  the  faid  Baylv,  to 
convince  him  of  the  truth  thereof :  That  he  would 
have  him,  the  faid  Bayly,  taken  as  foon  as  poftible, 
that  he  might  be  punifhed  for  his  villainy  :  That  he, 
the  laid  Bayly,  was  accordingly  taken,  as  he,  this  de¬ 
ponent,  was  informed,  in  January  1752:  That  foon 
after  Mr.  John  Gent,  an  attorney  at  law,  came  to 
this  deponent,  and  told  him  the  faid  Bayly  had  been 
in  cuftody,  but  was  then  dilcharged,  and  that  the 
money  would  be  paid  by  a  friend  of  the  faid  Bayly’s 
the  next  day  ^  but  that  he  had  orders  to  examine 
into  the  affair,  and  proceed  againft  this  deponent  : 
That  fhortly  after  this,  Mr.  Richard  Colemore,  ano¬ 
ther  attorney  at  law,  applied  to  this  deponent  to 
know  how  matters  Hood  between  him  and  the  faid 
Bayly,  he  having  orders  to  file  a  bill  in  chancery 
againft  him,  this  deponent,  in  behalf  of  the  faid 
Bayly  :  That  he,  this  deponent,  anfwered  the  faid 
Colemore,  lie  would  not  difeover  any  thing  of  the 
matter  until  the  bill  was  filed,  that  then  the  faid 
Bayly’s  villainy  might  appear  the  more  confpicuous : 
That  the  faid  Colemore  did  afterwards,  as  he,  this  de¬ 
ponent,  was  informed,  acquaint  Mr.  Burton  there¬ 
with,  which  Burton  was  to  have  been  the  friend  to 
pay  the  debt  for  him,  the  faid  Bayly  *,  but  that  he, 
the  faid  Burton,  on  hearing  what  he,  this  deponent, 
had  told  the  attorney,  Mr.  Colemore,  did  not  pay 
it.  And  this  deponent  further  faith,  That  the  a- 
forefaid  William  Chriftopher,  on  finding  that  the 
faid  Bayly  did  not  pay  the  money,  did  take  him 
again  into  cuftody,  and  returned  to  the  Venditioni 
“  Body  in  cuftody.”  That  he,  this  deponent,  was 
advifed  by  his  Counfel,  that  the  Marfhal  was  liable 
to  pay  him  the  money  ;  that  he  therefore,  on 
ThurJday  the  5th  of  March,  called  the  faid  Chri¬ 
ftopher  into  a,  room  of  Hayfield’s  Tavern,  and  told

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him,  he  did  not  think  it  kind  in  him,  the  faid  Chri¬ 
ftopher,  in  taking  the  faid  Bayly’s  word,  preferable 
to  his  •,  elpecially  as  he  had  promifed  him,  this  de¬ 
ponent,  to  call  on  him,  and  fee  how  the  matter 
ftood.  That  he,  this  deponent,  (having  the  opi¬ 
nion  of  Counfel)  likewife  told  the  faid  Chriftopher, 
that  he  expected  the  money  of  him,  as  he  had  dis¬ 
charged  the  faid  Bayly,  after  having  him  in  his  cuf- 
tody :  That,  upon  this,  the  faid  Chriftopher  went 
into  Mr.  Hayfield’s  Piazza,  and  there,  before  a 
number  of  Gentlemen,  did  abule  him,  this  depo¬ 


nent,  in  a  violent  manner,  calling  him  by  the  molt 
opprobrious  names  •,  telling  him,  this  deponent, 
that  he  was  perjured  upon  record,  that  he  was  per¬ 
jured  in  open  court,  and  that  he  would  fubpcena  the 
"whole  jury  to  prove  it ;  and  faying,  that  he,  this 
deponent,  was  a  vile,  dirty,  infamous  fellow,  and 
ought  to  be  extirpated  from  mankind :  To  all 
which  injurious  treatment  he,  this  deponent,  an- 
fwered  the  faid  Chriftopher,  That  he  did  not  think 
Kimfelf  upon  a  par  with  him  •,  but  that  he  would  vin¬ 
dicate  his  character  by  profecuting  him  in  the  enfuing 
Grand  Court.  That  the  faid  Chriftopher  did  again,, 
on  the  evening  of  the  fame  day,  in  the  Public  Pa¬ 
rade,  at  Spanifh  Town,  abule  this  deponent  in 
words  much  to  the  fame  effedt  as  before.  That  he, 
this  deponent,  is  refolved  to  profecute  the  faid  Chri¬ 
ftopher  for  the  fame,  as  he,  this  deponent,  further 
doth  fay,  that  he  never,  to  the  beft  of  his  know¬ 
ledge,  did  give  unto  the  faid  Chriftopher  any  caufe 
to  treat  him  in  the  aforefaid  manner,  lave  and  except 
what  is  herein  before  recited :  And  further  he,  this

“SIR, 

tc  IN  a  parcel  of  affidavits  made,  and  addrdTed 
to  the  Public,  by  Samuel  Vaughan,  I  have  obferved 
he  has  only  related  fome  of  the  circumllances  that 
induced  me  to  treat  him  with  language  dapted  for 
no  man  fo  juftly  as  himfelf. 

“  I  will  therefore  offer  a  declaration  Samuel 
Vaughan  made  ufe  of  to  me,  when  he  demanded 
the  money  tor  his  Venditioni  againft  Daniel  Bayly, 
that  will  give  the  Public  a  plainer  idea  of  Vaug¬ 
han’s  mean  and  rafcally  difpofition,  than  I  have 
language  to  exprefs,  but  in  his  own  words,  which 
were.  By  God ,  Sir,  I  know  feveral  things  of  the  fame 
nature  that  will  ruin  you ,  and  I  will  do  it  *.  Daniel 
Bayly  was  fent  to  Spaniffi  Town  goal  four  weeks 
before  the  Court  fat,  or  the  writt  was  returnable. 
I  think  this  was  not  inconfiftent  with  my  duty  ^ 


*  It  being  notorious  that  the  Dcputy-Marfhals  have 
made  it  a  practice  to  return  A  'alia  Bonas  upon  Venditiones 
for  years,  upon  their  receiving  repeated  fees  from  the  plain  - 
tiff,  and  Mr.  Chriftopher  being  remarkable  for  making  fuch 
returns,  whereby  Air.  Vaughan  had  been  repeatedly  inju¬ 
red  ;  Mr.  Vaughan  told  him,  that  there  were 'many  in- 
fiances  of  that  nature  of  which  he  fhould  complain  to  the 
Court,  to  fee  whether  he  could  not  there  find  redrefs. 
This  was  the  foundation  upon  which  Mr.  Chriftopher 
framed  Mr.  Vaughan’s  declaration  :  his  letter  in  the  fcqucl 
will  fhew  in  what  light  he  afterward*  confidered  it, 

bur- 


but  fince  Samuel  has  endeavoured  to  teach  me  my 
office,  and  fays  his  Counfel  confirms  his  allegation, 
and  for  fear  I  may  meet  with  fome  others  (though 
I  much  doubt  it)  of  Vaughan’s  difpofition ;  I  hope, 
if  no  ceremony  is  ufed  with  any  gentlemen,  whofe 
misfortunes  lays  them  under  my  office,  that  they 
will  attribute  it  to  Samuel  Vaughan’s  penurious 
and  mean  proceedings. 

“  As  to  his  profecution,  I  have  not  been  the 
leaft  uneafy  about  it,  becaufe  I  think  myfelf  Effi¬ 
ciently  armed  to  vindicate  whatever  I  have  faid.

Mr.  Vaughan,  upon  coniulting  the  Attorney- 
General,  Mr.  Burk,  Mr.  Hill,  and  Mr.  Arch- 
deken  (the  four  mod  eminent  Counfel  in  the 
Hand,  had,  conformable  to  their  opinion,  or¬ 
dered  two  actions  to  be  commenced  againft  Mr. 
Chriftopher,  who  thereupon  procured  feveral 
gentlemen  to  foil icit  Mr.  Vaughan  to  make  the 
affair  up,  and  alfo  wrote  him  the  following 
letter :

<c  THE  laft  time  I  fpoke  with  you,  I  think 
you  feemed  inclinable  to  leave  our  unlucky  difpute 
to  a  reference.

In  confequence  of  the  above  overtures,  and 
being  to  embark  the  next  month  for  England, 
Mr.  Vaughan  confented  to  the  proposition-  and 
it  was  accordingly  left  to  the  arbitration  of 
Thomas  Eontcin  and  Thomas  Inglis,  Efqrs. 
to  whom  Mr.  Vaughan  immediately  wrote  the 
following  letter,

M  AM  informed  by  captain  Sutcliffe,  that  Mr. 
William  Christopher  fays,  il*  I  can  make  it  appear

“  However,  as  he  has  now  made  this  propofal,  to 
Shew  you  that  the  matter  of  money  is  what  was

pher  defires  me  to  inform  you,  that  I  will  not  pro¬ 
ceed  in  the  affair,  I  do  hereby  engage  my  honor 
to  put  an  immediate  flop  to  it,  and  will  proceed  nq 
further,  after  Mr.  Chriftopher  has  published  in  the 
papers  of  Saturday  next,  what  you  are  pleafed  to 
direft.
